This  is  a  very  satisfactory  state  as  to  notifiable  diseases,  and  the  number  is  certainly  below  the  average  for  the  last 
fourteen  years  which  is  about  62  per  year. 

The  prompt  closing  of  Schools,  and  the  disinfection  of  houses,  schools,  patients,  &c.,  has  I  think  a  good  deal  to 
do  with  this  low  rate. 

Neatishead  School  was  closed  from  March  2oth,  to  April  29th,  1904,  Whooping  Cough. 

hotter  Heiyham  School  was  closed  from  June  18th,  and  re-opened  Sept.  1st,  on  account  of  Influenza  and  Whooping  Cough, 
the  last  4  weeks  of  closure  was  for  the  harvest.

Fehninijham  School  closed  on  account  of  Influenza  from  November  22nd,  to  December  5th,  1904. 
Stalham  School  closed  on  account  of  Influenza  and  Measles  from  February  29th,  to  March  21st. 


The  cowsheds,  slaughter  shops,  and  bakehouses  have  been  periodically  inspected  and  found  generally  clean  and  healthy 

Mr.  Dale,  the  Inspector  has  been  of  great  service  to  me,  and  most  attentive  to  his  duties  in  every  way. 

Typhoid  Fever — As  will  be  seen  by  the  notifications  only  five  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  one  a  mild  case 
occurred  at  Ridlington,  cause  not  clear ;  another  occurred  at  Happisburgh,  the  water  was  open  to  suspicion,  the  well  being 
near  the  road,  and  without  a  cover  to  it  ;  tlie  privy  was  also  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition.  There  was  also  a  case  at 
Totter  Heigham,  in  this  case  the  water  was  very  bad  and  condemned,  and  a  new  well  has  been  made.  There  was  also  a 
case  at  Smallburgh,  this  patient  had  been  nursing  a  Child  with  enteric  fever  and  probably  contracted  the  complaint  from 
the  child  ;  this  case  proved  fatal.  The  insanitary  conditions  have  been  attended  to. 

Scarlet  Fever — There  were  fourteen  cases  of  this  disease  of  a  mild  type,  no  cases  proving  fatal. 

Diphtheria — Two  cases  occurred,  both  in  Bacton,  one  proving  fatal.  The  water  in  these  instances  was  bad  and  the 
supply  was  stopped. 

On  the  whole  I  think  the  sanitary  state  of  the  whole  District  may  be  considered  satisfactory.

BEPOBT  OUST  PAGTOBIES,  <&c. 

During  the  Year  1904,  Six  Factories,  Ten  Workshops,  Eleven  Slaughter-houses,  Six  Registered  Cow  Houses  and 
Daires,  Seven  Bake-houses,  and  one  Horse  Slaughterer’s  Premises  have  been  inspected  periodically.  In  all  the  Factories 
the  Abstract  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  was  affixed.  The  condition  of  the  workshops  are  very  satisfactory  respecting 
cubical  space,  ventilation,  and  cleanliness  and  machinery  well  guarded.  Sanitary  accommodation  is  provided  for  the  work¬ 
people.  Only  in  one  instance  H.M.  Inspector  notified  to  the  Sanitary  Authorities  the  necessity  of  providing  Sanitary 
Accommodation,  viz.  at  Hoveton  St.  John. 

In  one  flour  mill  the  owner  was  asked  to  have  the  wheat  separator  wheels  railed  in  as  they  were  considered  dangerous. 
The  slaughter  houses  are  kept  exceedingly  clean,  and  well  drained.  The  general  condition  of  the  cow  houses  are  not 
satisfactory.  They  are  badly  ventilated,  badly  lighted,  and  have  no  proper  system  of  Drainage  ;  most  of  them  are  also 
badly  situated,  adjoining  farm  yards  and  are  unhealthy.  The  same  fact  applies  to  the  unregistered  cow  houses  throughout 
the  District.  The  bake  houses  are  kept  clean,  and  well  white-washed  periodically.  There  are  no  underground  ones  in 
the  District.
